THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


By Hair M. Grimes, Birchard Library, Fremont 


The approach to a new year—professionally or personally—can be either frightening 
or heartening! In the case of the Ohio Library Association we believe that it will be the 
latter. It MUST be a good year to stack up against the record made by the 1952 leadership. 
The state conference in Toledo, attended by some 700 people, was one of our best meetings 
filled with stimulation and challenge and fresh ideas. The five district meetings, attracting 
a total of 1,000 librarians and trustees were equally beneficial. I am giving you these figures 
to show the interest in state and district meetings. 


You will be interested to know that the 1953 state conference of the Association will be 
held at the Deshler-Wallick Hotel, Columbus, October 8, 9, and 10. Please mark those dates 
on your calendar immediately. 


District meetings will also be held in the spring. Miss Mary Jane Merritt, of Wooster, 


has consented to serve as chairman of the Extension Committee. Dates will be announced 
later. 


Your O. L. A. Bulletin will be issued January 15, April 1, July 1, and September 1. 
With the cooperation of the post office we hope that it will reach you promptly. Miss Ann 


Perdue, of the Columbus Public Library, will edit The Bulletin during 1953. 


The Executive Board held a meeting at the State Library on November 14. The principal 
matter of business was (1) setting up the budget for the year, and (2) choosing the location 
of the state conference. Also at that meeting the Executive Board voted to purchase an 
Embosograf machine for the State Library. This is a sign poster printing machine and signs 
will be made for the libraries of the state at a cost ranging from 15 to 40 cents. When the 
machine is delivered the State Library will mail details about ordering posters. We believe 


that it will be of real service to Ohio’s smaller and medium-sized libraries. 


I am hoping that each librarian will make a special effort to have staff memberships 
100 per cent in the Association. Some of you have said, “Well, I can’t attend state or district 
meetings. What do I get out of my $1.50 except The Bulletin?” Perhaps it is time to reiterate 
the fact that the legislative program of the Association is entirely financed from the O.L.A. 
treasury. That legislative program is of vital interest to every worker in every Ohio library. 
But, aside from your membership dues, we would like to have your active interest in helping 
us maintain a strong state organization. We have come a long way since our founding in 
1895, but we still have a great amount of new and unfinished business in our profession of 


getting people and books together. 


Finally, I want you to feel free to tell me your suggestions, your ideas, your complaints. 
I have no fancy platform as O.L.A. President, but I have high hopes of trying to make 1953 
a year that will be meaningful for all of us. With your cooperation it will be possible to 
achieve that goal.

A BILL 


The Ohio Library Association Legislative 
Committee and Executive Board is sponsor- 
ing legislation and a report of the Legislative 
Committee was printed in a previous bulletin. 

The following is the proposed bill which 
is expected to be introduced in the coming 
session of the legislature. Two of the three 
sponsors are: Mrs. Opal Mundy, Lucas 
County, and Roy McMahon, Cuyahoga 
County. Mrs. Esther Hardy, Sandusky County, 
is being asked to co-sponsor: 

To amend sections 2917, 5625-18 and 
5625-28 of the General Code providing 
for the county prosecutor to be legal ad- 
visor of certain public libraries, to clarify 
the statutes relating to library levies and 
to library appeals before the State Board 
of Tax Appeals, and to enact supple- 
mental section 7630-3 of the General 
Code relative to powers of library boards 
to procure liability insurance on book- 
mobiles. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Ohio: 

SECTION |. That sections 2917, 5625-18 and 
5625-28 of the General Code be amended and 
section 7630-3 of the General Code be enacted 
to read as follows: 

Sec. 2917. The prosecuting attorney shall 
be the legal advisor of the county comis- 
sioners and all other county officers and 
county boards, including all tax supported 
public libraries except those organized as a 
part of a city school district or of a munici- 
pality, and any of them may require of him 
written opinions or instructions in matters 
connected with their 
shall . 

Sec. 5625-18. If the majority of the elec- 
tors voting on a levy for the current ex- 
penses of schools, public libraries, or of 
municipal universities, or fifty-five per centum 
of the electors voting upon a levy for any 
other school purpose, or public library pur- 
pose, authorized by section 5625-15 of the 
General Code, or sixty per centum of the 
electors voting upon a levy for any other 
purpose, at such election vote in favor 
thereof, the taxing authority of said sub- 


official duties. He 


division may levy a tax within such sub- 
division at the additional rate outside of the 
ten mill limitation during the period and 
for the purpose stated in the resolution, or 
at any less rate, or for any of said years or 
purposes; provided, that levies for payment 
of debt charges shall not exceed the amount 
necessary for such charges on the indebted- 
ness mentioned in the resolution; provided 
further, that if such levy is for the payment 
of charges on debts incurred prior to Janu- 
ary 1, 1935, outside of the ten mill limita- 
tion but within the fifteen mill limitation the 
taxing authority of said subdivision shall levy 
outside of the ten mill limitation such tax 
if a majority of the electors voting on the 
levy vote in favor thereof. 

Sec. 5625-28. The taxing authority of any 
subdivision which is dissatisfied with any 
action of the budget commission may, through 
its fiscal officer, appeal to the board of tax 
appeals within thirty days after the receipt 
of such subdivision of the official certificate 
or notice of such action of said budget com- 
mission. **1** Jn like manner, but through 
its clerk, the board of trustees of any public 
library of a subdivision whose fiscal of- 
ficer is a member of the budget commission 
may appeal to the board of tax appeals. The 
board of tax appeals shall forthwith con- 
sider the matter or matters presented to the 
budget commission, and shall have power to 
modify any action of the budget commission 
with reference to the budget, the estimate of 
revenues and balances or the fixing of tax 
rates. The finding of the board of tax ap- 
peals shall be substituted for the findings of 
the budget commission, and shall be certi- 
fied to the county auditor and the taxing 
authority of the subdivision affected, or to 
such board of public library trustees affected, 
as the action of such budget commission 
under this act... 

Sec. 7630-3. The Boards of Library Trustees 
appointed pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tions 2454-1, 3405, 4004, 4840-1 and 7643-2 
of the General Code may procure liability 
and property damage insurance covering each 
library bookmobile or other motor vehicle

under the authority of such board of library 
trustees. This insurance shall be procured 
from a recognized insurance company author- 
ized to do business of this character in the 
state of Ohio, and such accident insurance 
shall provide compensation for injury or 
death to any person, or for damage to any 
property, caused by any accident arising out 
of or in connection with the operation of 
such bookmobile or library vehicle in such 
amount or amounts and upon such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed upon by the 
board of library trustees and the insurance 
company. The amount of liability insurance 
carried on account of any bookmobile or 
library vehicle shall not exceed one hundred 
thousand dollars. Such insurance coverage as 
is provided herein may be effected in one 
or more recognized insurance companies au- 
thorized to do business in the state of Ohio. 

SEcTION 2. That existing sections 2917, 
5625-18 and 5625-28 of the General Code 
are hereby repealed.

The Awards and Bequests Committee announces that it is ready to receive 
applications of eligible persons who wish to attend library school during the 
year 1953-54. The money can be used in any accredited library school. 

The awards will be made only to persons who have the educational re- 
quirements (ordinarily a college degreé) asked by such library schools. They 
may also be used for advanced study by librarians who already have their 


library degrees. 


SCHOLARSHIP AVAILABLE 


The scholarship grant does not have to be repaid. The recipient must, 
however, agree that he will work on a full-time basis at least two years in an 
Ohio library in the years immediately after the completion of his study. In 
the event that he elects to work in some other state, the scholarship agreement 
would be that he repay the money at the rate of $100 per year until the sum 


is repaid, though without interest. 


REPAYMENT TERMS LIBERAL 
The loans may be repaid without interest any time within two years after 
the completion of the year of study, ordinarily $100 repaid each of those two 
years. If they are not paid within that time, interest of 4 per cent shall be 


charged thereafter.
